MAKERS OF GooD “1 know it, Doe-wah-jack, it is the Round Oak office building.’ 
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A COMMON NAIL, it has been said, is an excellent 
illustration of the difference between old and new 
methods. Formerly the metal was cut in strips and 
then forged into shape with hammers, and an expert 
took about one and one-haif minutes for each nail. 
To-day they are made of steel, and are lighter and 
stronger. Strips are cut with steam shears and fed 
into an automatic nail machine. One man tends three 
machines, each machine dropping a nail every second. 
He turns out a hundred-pound keg of nails in less than 
two hours, a work that once would have taken him 
twice as many weeks. 








Durinc the month of January, 1905, receipts of live 
stock at the five markets of Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha, St. Louis, and St. Joseph totaled 3,235,611 
head, being considerably in excess of a like movement 
in either 1904 or 1903, and also larger than the arrivals 
for the month of December by over 350,000 head. The 
favorable conditions as indicated by the latter com- 
parison were principally due to increases in live stock 
receipts at Chicago, Kansas City, and Omaha, especial- 
ly in the total inbound movement of hogs and sheep, 
although a small gain in the arrivals of cattle was also 
noted at each of these three markets. 








Tue bicycle has come out of that realm of public 
fancies to take its place among the necessary articles 
of modern life. Just as the lawn mower and the reap- 
er replaced the scythe, so the bicycle has replaced the 
horse as a time saver. And the bicycle is one of the 
hardware merchant’s paying lines. 

The indications are that this year the wheel will be- 
come even more popular. The different manufacturers 
are making big preparations to advertise their bicycles 
extensively throughout the Dominion and this will, no 
doubt, further stimulate the present demand. By se- 
curing an early stock of wheels the hardware merchant 
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would help considerably this general movement be- 
sides attracting trade to his store. 








Tue Vienna Workingman’s Journal reports that at 
the general meeting of the Mineralogical Society of 
Vienna, January 9, 1905, Doctor Morosiewicz, pro- 
fessor of mineralogy at the University of Krakau, an- 
nounced that he had discovered a new mineral, to 
which he had given the name Beckolith, in honor of 
the Vienna mineralogist, Prof. Friedrich Beck. He 
asserted that it does not correspond to any of the min- 
eral combinations so far known, but resembles mostly 
combinations of garnet, having similar regular crystals, 
and contains many rare earths, which form 75 per cent 
of its volume. The chief components are cero, lan- 
thano, and didyno oxides, and it may be of use for the 
manufacture of chemical products, especially for the 
light industry. The discovery was made during a 
scientific exploration which Professor Morosiewicz 
made in southern Russia, and the government district 
of Yekaterinoslaw is probably the chief locality where 
the mineral may be found. The rock in which it was 
discovered is called marinpolith. 








COMMERCIAL schools form an integral part of the 
educational system of Germany, and demonstrate the 
immense importance attached to commercial instruc- 
tion and the remarkable progress made in the founda- 
tion, organization, and maintenance of schools for the 
purpose. Inquiries made, in all directions, of manu- 
facturers, merchants, exporters, importers, dealers, 
commercial agents, elicit an almost unanimous expres- 
sion of opinion as to the great benefits conferred upon 
German trade by the provision of thorough, practical, 
and theoretical ‘instruction for all classes of persons 
engaged in commercial callings. 

The German system of commercial instruction may 
therefore be regarded as a further cause of the re- 
markable development of trade which has manifested 
itself during the past quarter of a century. It is, of 
course, not the sole cause of its wonderful expansion 
any more than the entire development of German in- 
dustries can be solely attributed to the system of tech- 
nical education, but it has been beyond doubt a most 
important factor, and will continue to remain so in 
the future. In connection with this system great at- 
tention is directed to foreign languages, especially to 
English. A large and constantly increasing number 
of German merchants are now able to prepare and 
draw up their own catalogues and circulars in English 
without assistance, and although these efforts may 
sometimes be grammatically faulty, they serve their 
purpose well and contribute to the export of German 
goods to the United States and other English-speaking 
countries. 

The thorough schooling in modern languages tends 
to deepen the tendency of the young German merchant 
to regard the whole civilized world as his commercial 
inheritance, and he prepares himself accordingly for 
the broad field of opportunity. That this tendency 
exists, and will in the future increase instead of di- 
minish, is evident to those who have followed Ger- 
many’s rapid change from a mainly agricultural to a 
mainly industrial and manufacturing nation, with the 
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consequent vital necessity of maintaining and increas- 
ing and extending her exports. 
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PREPARATIONS are being made by the

Railroads. creased amount of business. Since the 


first of this year, now only two months 
old, announcements have been made, says The Manu- 
facturers’ Record of Washington, by a number of 
prominent corporations working either wholly or partly 
in the South that very large sums will be expended, 
principally for motive power and rolling stock, but 
partly for rails, and thus far the disbursement of more 
than $65,000,000 for these purposes by 19 roads is in 
sight. This will cover 1,261 locomotives, 46,600 
freight cars and more than 200 passenger-train cars. 
In the estimate little orders have not been considered, 
notwithstanding that a number of companies have de- 
cided to purchase here and there several engines or 
cars. All the money is to be spent this year, and none 
of the equipment is to be finished later than next fall, 
when it will be required to handle the traffic of the 
autumn months, although much of it will be delivered 
earlier, some as soon as April. 

Turn to our Northern railroads and we find 
in sheer magnitude the appropriation made by the 
Pennsylvania system for the purposes here outlined is 
stunning. The sum of $23,000,000 will be expended 
by that corporation alone, which will purchase and 
build between 500 and 600 engines and will buy more 
than 15,000 freight cars. To one locomotive factory 
the company has given the contract for 325 engines, 
but the building of 200 more locomotives is to be done 
either at the company’s shops or at the works of other 
manufacturers.. This number may be increased before 
summer, according as the outlook for traffic directs. 
The expenditures to be made by the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad are also huge. That company will buy 250 
engines and 10,000 freight cars, besides 48,000 tons of 
rails, all costing approximately $14,000,000. The rail 
contracts have been let and those for equipment will 
scon be awarded. 

The reason for these liberal disbursements in the 
purchase of equipment is made apparent by the month- 
ly statements of the railroad companies, all of which 
here mentioned are showing steady and rapid growth 
of business. No doubt also that railroad managers 
are fearful of being again caught short of facilities as 
they were two years ago, when a swift increase in the 
volume of traffic found most roads, including some of 
the richest, quite unprepared to handle it, so that the 
congestion of freight at certain points was appalling, 
even to the traffic men of long experience. That pre- 
dicament then caused the companies to flood locomo- 
tive builders with orders, and the factories were 
worked to their full capacity to provide motive power 
as speedily as possible, yet by no means with sufficient 
rapidity to meet requirements. Car manufacturers 
were likewise overwhelmed with contracts all pressing 
speedy fulfillment, and for the nonce it seemed as if the 
works devoted to the construction of railroad equip- 
ment were unequal to supply the normal demands of 
the country. The outlook for this year indicates that 
the drain upon the equipment resources of the roads 
will be larger than ever.

ARE your spring goods in this year or are you like 
the retail implement dealer told about by an exchange 
whose store was visited the past week by a number of 
farmers. 

Some looked at implements they contemplated buy- 
ing this spring, others expecting to, take goods they 
had already given their verbal orders for. In each 
case, however, they went away disappointed, because 
the dealer’s wareroom was practically barren of goods, 
only a very few being carried over from last year, and 
scarcely anything in stock in demand at this season. 

The dealer explained to each disappointed customer 
that the goods had been ordered and ought to have been 
there. Some of the customers seemed content to wait 
until next week, but others said they were in a hurry, 
as they wanted to sow oats while the weather was. 
good. 

Now, this dealer is not one of the “one-horse” kind, 
who handle a few goods on commission contract. He 
has been in the business for years and sells goods at a 
profit, and does the business of the town (a county 
seat). All this would seem to put him in the class of 
good business men, and yet, having been in the busi- 
ness a quarter of a century, knowing nearly every 
farmer in the county and the needs of the community 
in the implement line, he hasn’t goods in stock when. 
the farmers want them. 

The whole trouble lies in the fact that he did -not 
order the goods shipped until the farmers were ready 
to buy them and, as has been frequently pointed out, 
it is impossible for the factories or jobbing houses to 
load all of their goods within a few days. 

Inquiry developed the fact that this dealer ordered 
his goods several weeks ago, but named the shipping 
date March 15, in spite of the salesman’s efforts to 
have him name an.earlier date, and now he is anxious, 
very anxious, for his goods and is ordering small lots 
locally to hold his trade. It’s the old story repeated.

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

With between fifty and sixty delegates and attendants, 
the National Retail Hardware Association was called 
to order at 2:30 p. m. at the West Hotel, Minneapolis, Minn., 
by W. P. Bogardus, president of the association. Delegates 
from the state associations of eighteen different states were 
present. The morning session which was scheduled to -be 
held at 10 o’clock was eliminated in order to give the officers 
of the association ample time for collecting credentials and 
Statistics from the visiting delegates. 

The Minnesota Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association and 





the Minneapolis Commercial Club helped to enliven the morn- 
ing hours by playing the part of the most congenial host. 
Members of the association were piloted by H. O. Roberts, 
a local member, to the Chamber of Commerce, the Guarantee 
Building and Donaldson’s department store. The only busi- 
ness session held in the morning was the meeting of the 
executive committee. 

After the roll call in the afternoon session, President Bo- 
gardus delivered the following report: 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 





Gentlemen of the National Retail Hardware As- 
sociation: We have gathered once more to consider the con- 
ditions that surround us, the progress we have made, and to 
lay plans for the future. As the years go by we are con- 
fronted with new conditions, and new problems that require 
from us some solution. To: do this wisely and well, means 
more for our children than for ourselves. And while we may 
reap a partial benefit from the solving of the questions, we 
may not expect to-reap it all, for those that come after us 
will get some of the benefit if we solve justly and well. 


A BROAD VIEW NECESSARY. 

These new questions that are coffting to us for solution 
are different from what we anticipated when first we helped 
to organize hardware associations. 
ened and we see farther. At first, under the galling competi- 
tion of the catalogue house and department store, we felt 
that if these nuisances could be abated there would be less 
to contend with, and we could get on better. But over our 
horizon comes many more clouds, and the blackest is the 
effort to get the government to prostitute the Postoffice De- 
partment to a merchandise carrier, and so help build up the

larger store to the detriment of the small country merchant. 
We had hoped at firs? to help the merchant of the small town 
and village to understand the equity and the decent ethics of 
business; that successful salesmanship was not in cutting 
prices, but in sharpening wits. That while it is said that 
goods well bought are half sold; yet if they are sold with- 
out a ‘decent profit, it were better that they be not sold at 
all. And while we are discussing these problems another 
cloud comes, unseen at first, but growing with years until 
even the government takes cognizance of it, and public opin- 
ion is loud in. demanding its abatement. The great railroads 
are yielding to the temptation to give favors to some that are 
denied to others, and the big shipper has-a very great advan- 
tage so that the tendency is to centralization and concentra- 
tion, and the favors given the larger shipper helps to throttle 
legitimate competition, and to place at great disadvantage the 
small shipper. must needs 
look beyond our stores into the world beyond and take up 


So as our horizon broadens we 


our duties as citizens. For in the proper discharge of our 
duties as citizens comes back to us the reward, and as mer- 
chants we reap the benefit. And so we fight for equity in 
our treatment from the great railroad systems of the country. 
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For fair dealing; for favors tu none. That the railroads 
shall quite giving rebates; own half their cars; receive their 
franchises from the government and be inspected by the gov- 
ernment, as to their treatment of the public. 

That private cars shall not be allowed; that the railroads 
shall supply the shippers their own cars, and not a private

corporation. _ That railroads should furnish prompt trans- 
portation and be responsible for prompt delivery of goods. 
Again, we see the cloud of great corporations getting per- 
mission to do business in one state and then spreading over

please, and when they get big and strong, even defying the 


government. Interstate commerce should be done only under 

government franchise, and subject to government inspection. 
GOOD WORK BY COMMITTEES. 

So each year brings its new problems that await solution. 

In our efforts to solve some of them while at Atlanta it was 

determined to form a committee of jobbers and retailers to 
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whom should be referred’ some of the questions. Their work 
has been largely committee work and correspondence. Com- 
mittee work and interviews with manufacturers. There has 
been much accomplished and there is still work to be done. 
I feel justified when I say that the committee has done ex- 
cellent work. Ih appointing them I was impelled by the fact 
that as it costs money to go journeys that I should get men 
near as possible to our meeting, and so I selected men who 
had been honored in their own states by being at the head 
of their state associations to go to St. Louis for the first 
meeting. After a three days’ session it was decided to make 
a permanent committee to whom should be referred the ques- 
tions relating to catalogue house competition. As it became 
my duty to appoint the members on that committee I saw my 
way clear to continue the members who had come to the 
meeting at St. Louis, and I was justified in my own mind 
by the way they handled the questions for the retailer. The 
committee had a further meeting at New York, where about 
forty prominent manufacturers came at our request to confer 
with us as to the best way to abate the nuisance of catalogue 
house competition. 

At the conclusion of this conference we were invited to

go to Atlantic City, there to meet both jobber and manufac- 
turer, and further discuss the important questions, and to 
present our point of view. That much is to be gained by this 
recognition goes without question, for we have the opportu- 
nity to get the ear of both jobber and manufacturer and pre- 
sent our side of the question and to get them impressed with 
the fact that we are the final distributors of their product, 
and therefore to be considered, and also to imprcss them with 
the further fact that they were to a degree responsible f 
the distribution of their goods. That they owed it to us 
that we should be protected, and that none should be given 
special favors, but all should be treated alike. So much we 
have accomplished by our organized efforts. Is it not worth 
the trouble? 
CLOSE ORGANIZATION NECESSARY. 

I am sure that the anticipation that only through organ- 
ized work could we hope to accomplish results has been re- 
alized in part at least. 

The future has much for those who take up the work. 

The perfecting of our state associations, the bringing in 
of all the hardware men, the awakening of the sleepy ones 
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to a sense of their danger, the organization of local associa- 
tions in towns and cities, the perfection of the idea that we 
are all in business for a living, and not to kill off our com- 
petitors, the building up cf a spirit of good will and friendli- 
ness towards our competitors, and a willingness to join hands 
to fight our common enemy—the new conditions that confront 
us are pregnant with results for our good if we are wise. 
We have the confidence and the help of the jobbers. We 
have the sympathy and support of the manufacturers. They 
are represented at this convention by committees. They are 
here to confer with us as to the best methods to follow. 

Gentlemen, it is up to us to show how thoroughly we 
appreciate the conditions and how ready we are to join hands 
with jobber and manufacturer to do the things necessary for 
our mutual benefit. 

In closing, I desire to say that we as an association 
cannot give our secretary too much praise for the faithful 
and successful work that he has done. His work has been 
heavy and he has met the demands on his time and energies 
and brains in a way that demands our admiration. 

At 6 o'clock the delegates were delightfully entertained at 
the Minneapolis Commercial Club.

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

Secretary Cory of the association delivered a very ex- 
haustive report, outlining the work accomplished during the 
past year. The following excerpts epitomize his report: 

We have had occasion to call the attention of the posta! 
authorities at Washington to several violations of postal rules 
by mail order houses. Each time we were informed oyr po- 
sition was correct and that orders had been issued to have 
the matters corrected at once. 

TO INFLUENCE HOME BUYING. 

Our efforts with manufacturers has really met with more 
success than we anticipated; the larger portion of this work 
has been done and our jobbing friends may be depended upon 
to keep it moving. 

While we do not advise letting up in this direction, we 
believe the time has come when we should formulate some 
system of encouraging and creating public sentiment favoring 
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home enterprise and home buying. Whether this can be most 
effectively accomplished through the local press, by means of 
booklets distributed by mail and from our stores, or by both, 
should be carefully considered by this meeting. 
EXPENSE AND LABOR CONNECTED. 
In Iowa one of the trade journals has made a contract

with local papers to furnish items for insertion every other 
week, such matter to be inserted free. 
In Chicago two parties have prepared booklets advocating 
home buying and are selling them to dealers, who mail them 
to farmers. Some of our delegates may have tried the plan,

and if so, we hope they will give us the benefit of their ex- 
perience. 

The January Bulletin contained a page asking our mem- 
bers to tear it out and hand it to their editor and ask him 
to start the campaign in his community. We have received 
fifty or more marked copies of local papers as a result. Mer- 
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chants in some towns have united in a public declaration 
over their own signature, saying they would meet the price. 

We believe this is an important matter and the decision 
or consensus of opinion of the delegates here assembled will 
be of advantage. Should we indorse any publication it will 
give our members confidence in some and lead to a greater 
number being distributed. Also advantage in price could 
most likely be obtained. 

PARCELS POST. 

The last session of Congress our parcels post friends 
were very active and succeeded at the last in giving us quite 
a scare. 

Most of you know that while in Washington two years 
ago ‘ve arranged with a partv to give us timely notice when- 
ever danger threatened. We had several letters in January 
stating the advocates of this measure were very active. The 
postmaster general in his report recommended a local do- 
mestic parcels post. The plan of consolidating third and 
fourth class matter was also favored. Under the head of 
merchandise this would practically reduce the expense of 
mailing goods one-half. 

Bills were introduced in both house and senate and the 
senate finally passed one tacked on the appropriation bill, but 
this was turned down in the house. 

I had several messages from Mr. Crounse urging tele- 
grams and these were sent from conventions assembled and 
by the National. Several jobbers also wired their congress- 
men. 

Mr. Overstreet, who had charge of the matter in the 
house, wrote me saying he was strongly opposed to any 
form of parcels post legislation and would exert his influ- 
ence against it. Other congressmen stated they would fight 
any bill of this nature. The house as it stands to-day can 
be relied upon, but many new men will be in the next one 
and we should prepare to meet and defeat this measure when-

ever we are called upon to face it. The press has favored 
the scheme and we ‘should do all we can to create and pro- 
mote al] the sentiment we’can muster against it. 


HARDWARE EXPOSITION. 


All who have attended our recent convention must have 
been impressed by the increased number of displays made by 
The headquarters’ hotels have

manufacturers and jobbers. 


Some members fear this will eventu- 
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ally injure our meetings and some manufacturers say they 
stay away because of this. We have watched this develop- 
ment carefully and fail to see that any harm has been done, 
but it is already a problem requiring some consideration. 
The National Retail Hardware Association has the con- 
fidence of the manufacturers and jobbers of the country. 
We have increased in size, importance and influence very 
rapidly. Suppose that we should rent the Coliseum or some 
large hall in Chicago and hold a national hardware exposi-

tion for one week under the management of our organization, 
inviting manufacturers of all kindred lines to attend and dis- 
play their products. 

Low rates could be secured, that would bring thousands 
Our convention could be held during the week. 
A program could be carried out. Perhaps the Illinois con- 
vention could be held during the. time. It would certainly 
interest any hardware dealer and give manufacturers a 
chance to meet their customers and show new products. 

I haven’t had the time to figure out the details nor con- 
sider the objections, but am confident that such a feature 
under good management would be immensely attractive and 
successful from a financial view. 

I do not believe that- this would interfere with the suc- 
cess of any state convention. Every dealer entering the hall 
could be required to register and a chance thus given to 
secure his membership. The evenings could allow of public 
admittance. This is offered as a suggestion for you to think 
about and if it looks good a committee could be appointed 
to investigate and report later on.

DISTRIBUTING SAMPLES AT CONVENTION. 

In December I had a letter from a large Eastern manu- 
facturer stating that he had tried without success to inter- 
est several large jobbers in selling their perfect handle 
screwdriver—that they were offered a large and attractive 
order from a catalogue house. They wanted to sell through 
the jobber and dealer, but under the circumstances what 
should the manufacturer do? At my suggestion they sent 
samples to distribute at our state conventions. Whether this 
will create a demand that will cause the jobber to stock the 
goods depends entirely upon action taken by our members. 

Many manufacturers tell us they first sold catalogue 
houses because they failed to interest jobbers. Others say 
they have to go out and first canvass the retailers and thus 






















create a demand and after they do this they might as well 
continue to sell direct. It is a problem and it is mentioned 
to give you an idea of how complex such matters are liable 
to become. Also if any plan for the manufacturer to follow 
suggests itself as better, we would like to hear of it. 

We have been approached several times during the year 
by manufacturers of various lines who desired to arrange 
with us as a body to handle their goods. We have not felt 
that the scheme was practical or advisable, especially at this 
time, and have so advised.

Perhaps twenty-five manufacturers have personally called 
to see us at our office. Some have submitted their selling 
policies, and some have explained their prices and terms to 
the different branches of the trade. I have one matter sub- 
mitted by a concern that I suggest be examined by some 
committee for their judgment, and as the matter was sent 
to me in confidence it should be so treated. 

We have at all times endeavored to show good, logical 
reasons for any request we have made of manufacturers. 
Sometimes we have had to strongly insist and firmly adhere 
to disputed points. Notwithstanding this, we are not aware 
that we have made any enemies for our association. The 
field is in excellent shape for future effort. Much of the 
credit for this condition is due our worthy president and 
counselor, President Bogardus. 

The work has been difficult and exacting in the past, 
but this year has been a deluge. We have not worried him 
with all our troubles, but I am sure he will admit it was a 
plenty. His answers have been prompt and his position safe 
and conservative. ‘Our ideas have harmonized on every im- 
portant question. 

The friendly assistance he has given has made the work 
lighter, more pleasant and more effective. His administra- 
tion has been a credit to the retailers’ cause and honors the 
man who has so ably and conscientiously accepted and car- 
ried the responsibility. 

WEDNESDAY SESSIONS. 


After hearing and acting on the reports of the various 
committees the morning session of the second day’s session 
was marked by a discussion of the parcels post bill, which 
was defeated at the last session of congress and which is 
expected to come up before the present session. The nomi- 
nation committee reported Chicago as a suitable place for 
the next convention and it was chosen without opposition. 

The afternoon session was given over to a visiting com- 
mittee representing the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
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\ssociation. The matter of orderimg from manufacturers and 
jobbers so as to secure a lower rate on the freight was dis- 
cussed by the delegates and members of the visiting commit- 
tees.

POSTAL REGULATIONS. 


We are firmly of the opinion that postal rates are so 
adjusted as to be a great burden to the business element of 
the country, who supply the largest part of first-class matter, 
which has to pay the deficit of other classes of mail matter, 
and we strongly urge that if any changes are made in the 
postal laws that it shall be in the line of reducing the rate 
on first class mail matter. 
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During the course of the meeting two more resolutions 
were passed. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the National Retail 
Hardware Association in convention assembled, that we ap- 
preciate the loyal support given the retail dealers of the coun- 
try by a number of stove manufacturers in making it pos- 
sible to profitably meet any and all prices made by catalogue 
houses and certain stove manufacturers selling direct to the 
consumer,: and we recommend the loyal support of all retail. 
hardware and stove dealers be given said manufacturers. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention that all 
retail hardware dealers show their appreciation of the hearty 
support given our association by the jobbers to the extent that 
we recommend that all retail hardware dealers confine their 
purchases, to the fullest extent possible, to the legitimate 
hardware jobber. 


INSURANCE REPORT. 








F. Ladner, St. Cloud; Minn., reported as follows 
in behalf of the Insurance Board:

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The steady and sure improvement in the demand 
for almost all iron and steel commodities, inaugurated 
toward the end of last January and increasing in 
strength together with the advent of the warm weath- 
er, became very marked during the early days of the 
present week. Although the improvement is more 
noticeable in some markets than in others, still it ex- 
ists in all. Even scrap iron shows some strength 
at the present writing, and indications seem to point 
to a return to the balmy days of last November, It is 
difficult to determine just which markets are enjoying 
the greatest prosperity, but pig iron, billets, plates and 
structural steel show the greatest strength. Prices on 
sheets were advanced Thursday in accordance with 
our inaudible prognostications, and there is perhaps a 
slight reaction from the steady and’ persistent demand 
of the preceding fifteen days. Still there is scarcely a 
doubt but what this advance in schedule was entirely 
warranted by existing conditions and that buyers will 
take to it kindly. Light black sheets were in especially 
good demand before the advance and in the face of the 
continued serenity of sheet bars even at high prices, it 
is difficult to see just how manufacturers could have 
maintained the old price-schedule at a reasonable profit. 
Pig iron is selling at a rate which bids fair to béat the 
record set last November. The big buyers are com- 
mencing to contract largely and are bringing the small- 
er fry along with them. Several lots of from 1,000 to 
3,000 tons were disposed of at prices ranging from 
$17.15 to $17.50, for No. 2 foundry, Chicago, the 
higher price representing that which Northern fur- 
naces are asking. Southern irons are selling well at 
the lower schedule. Billets are exceptionally scarce 
and we understand that the Illinois Steel Co. is not 
only out of the market entirely but that it was forced 
to buy 1,000 tons from another manufacturer in order 
to fill existing contracts. Contracts for the erection of 
the Commercial building, the Edison building and the 
addition to the Boston store, all in Chicago, are about 
to be let. These buildings will draw plentifully upon 
the surplus tonnage of structural irons which any 
manufacturers may be willing to dispose of. Several 
other large buildings are under advisement and little 
fear is expressed regarding the future of the structural 
markets. Merchant steel is selling well though con- 
servatively. Most manufacturers are sold tp for the 
year and no new business is being solicited. Specifica- 
tions are strong. 





PIG IRON. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., pig iron merchants, will say 
in their weekly report : 

“The recent marked improvement in trade condi- 
tions has continued and developed to such an extent 
that the situation may be called distinctly active. 
Viewed impartially, the record of production and fur- 
nace statistics for February, shows that consumption is 
being maintained at a point continuously in advance 
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Report. 


of production, however, this latter may fluctuate. Un- 
usually severe weather conditions and a short month 
served to decrease both production and consumption, 
but from a statistical point of view, the results are 
satisfactory. With the opening of spring, it is un- 
questionably true that March will make good in all 
that is expected. From every side, come reports and 
striking evidence of unusual activity in all lines. The 
week has seen the general foundry trade a larger fac- 
tor in the market than at any time since the first of 
the year and there are present more numerous inquiries 
and purchases. Although the tonnage is not as great 
as some weeks, when only a few big buyers closed, it is 
the general improvement which is so assuring. In 
addition to this, the large buyers in special lines are 
still interested. They all appear to have considerable 
business in sight. There are more orders being placed 
with the general foundrymen and to this is due the 
anxiety to cover for immediate needs and to hurry ma- 
terial already bought. Prompt movement of iron due 
is being called for. In the South with the merger 
proposition off again for the time being, there is talk 
of advance in price, one of the largest interests pre- 
dicting it within the week. At the time of the last 
Southern advance, Northern furnaces paid little heed 
and continued to sell as they had been doing. At the 
present time, conditions are reversed. Virginia fur- 
naces are having no trouble maintaining their recent 
advance. Among the Ohio furnaces, prices are with- 
out, as yet, any change. The matter of deliveries en- 
tirely through the year is having increased interest for 
buyers and some business has been booked through 
December; the bulk is for second and third quarters. 
In some cases, at an advance of 25 and 50 cents per 
ton for the third and fourth quarters. 

“Coke quotations are unchanged. Many operations 
in spite of the passing of unfayorable weather, are 
greatly hampered by shortages of cars. This is espe- 
cially true of the Pocahontas and Virginia fields. The 
advance in wages to coke makers in the Connellsville 
region is evidence of the assurance for coke prospects 
being held by manufacturers.” 

Mathew Addy & Company’s pig iron report of 
March 13 to 18, 1905, is as follows: The record of 
the present week is most decidedly good. There has 
been free buying of foundry iron on a very extensive 
scale. The big buyers have not been in the market, 
and no very large single transactions are to be noted; 
but the smaller trade. is greatly in evidence. There 
has been a great deal more carload buying than for 
months past, while so-ton and up to 250-ton lots 
have really been the feature. It took the smaller con- 
sumers a long time to wake up and appreciate the 
situation. The big buyers at the first of the month 
started to purchase some wholesale quantities, but not 
until a few days ago did the smaller trade show signs 
of activity, and now it is making up for lost time. 
The strength of the market always must be based on a 
wide distribution of iron among a great many con- 





sumers both large and small, and nothing could have 
happened of more encouraging nature than what has 
actually occurred. We do not believe that there has 
been any speculative buying worth mentioning. As 
far as we can make out all the purchasing has been 
to cover actual wants; and the pig iron trade to the 
best of our knowledge and belief is in an absolutely 
hea!thy and normal state. 

In finished lines there is a reflection of what is going 
on in pig iron. Our customers all tell us that they 
are getting busier and busier and that the prospects 
ahead are excellent. In some directions there will be 
a: demand by midsummer that will be. exceedingly 
difficult to supply. 

Coke is in better demand than it has been, and the 
amount available for prompt delivery is small. Coke 
ovens in all directions are much distressed because of 
a shortage in cars. Generally speaking, however, the 
return of good weather has relieved the railroad .situ- 
ation so that no further fault is to be found.

As ‘as been expected for some time, an advance 
has just been announced of $2.00 per ton on One 
Pass Cold Rolled Box Annealed Sheets. Also: $2.00 
_per ton on Wood’s Smooth, and toc a square on 
Painted Corrugated Iron. Blue Annealed sheets have 
also advanced $1.00 per ton. Owing to the high 
price of Spelter this will undoubtedly be followed 
within a few days by an equivalent advance on gal- 
vanized sheets. The mills are very much crowded, 
and quick deliveries cannot be secured for mill ship- 
ment. There is large buying movement from stock, 
owing to the delays on mill shipments. John McVoy 
& Co., Chicago, quote for prompt acceptance the fol- 
lowing prices on regular sizes:

OLD METALS. 


Although consumers as a rule are out of the market, 
buying continues quite heavily on the part of dealers 
who are covering for old contracts.. Prices are-holding 
‘their own-and have been for the past month without 
any great change in either direction. Small consum- 
ers are buying slightly to fill imperious demands, but 
these are mostly men who lacked either the foresight 
or capital to buy when the lower schedule reigned. 
The great firmness of new metals, especially tin, 
spelter and copper, has infused some degree of strength 
into old metals, and there is little prospect of lower 
prices in the near future, or, in fact, of any startling 
change of any description. Dealers’ buying prices are
